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FUTURE OF DIRECT LABOUR 


Few subjects can have aroused higher 
feelings, or have been the subject of 
keener political controversy within an 
industry than that of building by dir- 
ect labour. With the industry getting 
into its swing again after the ending 
of the credit squeeze, the time is now 
probably as appropriate as any sincd 
the war for trying to assess whether 
direct labour has any legitimate place 
in the industry, and if so, what this 
should be, The whole question was the 
subject of an interesting paper given 
recently by Mr. A. Ayres at the spring 
conference of the Institute of Munici- 
pal Building Managers. While Mr. Ayres 
was admittedly partisan in his remarks 
--he was, in fact, treating the sub- 
ject from the viewpoint of Central and 
Local Government -- his views deserve 
attention by all sides of the induséry 
for it must be recognised that he rep- 
resents what has come to be a strong 
influence in local government. 

The admirable short history of the 
natural growth of direct labour within 
the organisation of local authorities 
which Mr. Ayres contributes will be of 
help in putting the matter in perspec- 
tive and, like all history lessons, in 
allowing tempers to cool, It is when 
Mr, Ayres attempts to justify the ad- 
mitted failures of direct labour con} 
tracting that he is on weakest ground, 
for he shares the conclusion with oth- 
ers in this field of operation that 
the man in charge of a direct labour 
department should have the same free- 


dom of action to make decisions as is 
enjoyed by his opposite number in pri- 
vate enterprise; this surely begs the 
question: can the local government em- 
ployee ever hope, in the nature of 
things, to possess such unqualified 
freedom? 

It is difficult to believe that Mr, 
Ayres and his supporters can make out 
any case in the public interest for 
the large-scale undertaking by a dir- 
ect labour department of new building 
works that would stand up to impartial 
scrutiny; and it is a fair conclusion 
that the ratepayer's uand. taxpayer's 
money is better not put at risk thus, 

The conclusion is that it is inthe 
orinary citizen's interest as much as 
the building industry's that the fin- 
ancial risk involved in new building 
enterprises should be carried by the 
private builder rather than by public 
funds, Having said this is not to in- 
ply that there is no legitimate sphere 
to which direct labour can usefully 
operate; let the works departments of 
local authorities stick to such works 
of maintenance on the buildings under 
their jurisdiction as are justified by 
continuing incidence, and fewer com- 
plaints will be heard of their activi- 
ties both inside and outside the buil- 
ding industry.
